The same would also 
apply to the best Communist shop branch in the Illinois, 
Ohio, Philadelphia, New York and Detroit districts. This 
provision, Rebecca Grecht, director of the recruiting drive 
explained is to stimulate recruiting in the basic and mass- 


production industries. 


The record of each branch in the Socialist competition 
standing will be figured on the basis of the standing of 
the membership on May 1 as compared with March 1.

Today Hitler harangues to the Nazi 
Reichstag. Will his troops march against 
world peace tomorrow as they did against 
Austria after the last Reichstag meeting? 

Almost as if in answer to this very ques- 
tion, Mr. Hull said: 

“Prudence and common sense dictate that, where 
this and other nations, have common interests and 
common objectives, we should mot hesitate to ex- 
change information, and to confer with governments 
of such other nations... .” 

There is the nub of the whole moment- 
ous question: “WE SHOULD NOT HESI- 
TATE TO EXCHANGE INFORMATION 
AND TO CONFER WITH GOVERNMENTS 
OF SUCH (peace-loving) OTHER NA- 
TIONS.” 

The United States and the Soviet Union 
have spoken, and their messages were har- 
monious though uttered seven thousand 
miles apart. They had for their objective the 
rescuing of world peace. They both proposed 
similar paths—collective action, concerted 
consultation and coordinated steps to attain 
and maintain world peace. 


Both urged no delay in the face of the 


stupendous danger. 


The American people, threatened as never 
before, realizing more and more that to keep 
America out of war war must be kept out of 
the world, should now raise their voice in 
thunderous acclaim and approval of the 
simultaneous messages of Cordell Hull and 
Maxim Litvinoff. 

At this eleventh hour there must be no 
hesitation. The road to peace has clearly been 
pointed out. It is up to the United States, 
true to its traditions, to its long history of 
resistance to tyrants, to oppressors and 
enemies of democracy, to lead the way.
